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Youngest Only 20 Years of Age 
—Was Accompanied by Wife 
And Children

Four of the men, James P. “Bull” 
Cassidy, Josepa Milano, Charles M--

conviete? of slaying Otto Fiata, an 
eldery Bronx subway t'cket agent, 
two year ago, The fifth, Howard 
Baker, pa'd the penalty for the mur- 
der of Wm. Dagreff near Rochester, 
N. Y, in September, 1919. , 

Almost to the last the condemned 
men had hopes that taeir execution 
would be deferred, but they seemed 
resgned to thelr fate when word 
came about ten o'clock from Thorrus| 
U. O'Neill, a lawyer, that he failed 
to obtain a stay. 

Among the relatives of the con- 
demned men who visited tae prison 
to say last’ good-byes, the most pa- 
thetic were the young wife and three 
‘ittle sons of Howard Baker. W'th 
Baker's mother, Mrs. Ida Pemberth, 
the d'sconsolate group kept vigil at 
the death house from early ‘morning 
until an \aour before the execution. 

While their mother and grandm.- 
ther talked with their father, the 
youngsters romped about, entirely

GENEVA, Dec. 9.—The admission 
of Bulgaria to the League of Nations 
has been voted by the commission on 
the admission of new states. 

This action was taken after a re- 
port submitted by Marshall Foch had 
been read in which the Marshal] de- 
clared that Bulgaria had made sin- 
cere efforts to Jive up to. the treaty 
terms. 

Even the “little entente” countries, 
which had been strong in thetr op- 
position to Bulgaria, voted for her ad- 
mission. 

The Baltic states wero not ndmitted, 
and the only remaining question is 
the disposition of Lithuania. 

France refrained from voting on the 
question of Bulgaria's entry osténsibly 
in order to be consistent in her opposi- 
tion to German membership. 

Dr. Gasto Da Gunha, Brazil, has 
introduced another scheme for com- 
pulsory arbitration by the internation- 
al court of justice. It provides that 
compulsory arbitration by the inter- 
national court of justice shall apply 
to all states whose parliaments ratify 
it.

|stantine, informing Constantine that

throne, had not been received here 
this everfg, but Professor Streit, 
spokesman for Constantine, said there 
was no anxiety over this situation, He 
added that Constantine's departure for 
Athens probably would be deferred 
proportionately to the delay in re- 
ceiving the official announcement of 
the result of the plebiscite. 
Constantine today decided not to 
order a special train until he has 
learned the returns, The Swiss gov- 
ernment required five days notice, 
so it is considered now that the de- 
parture of Constantine will not take 
Place until Tuesday or Wednesday of 
next week.

dents this evening that Japan was 
getting ready to hand back the prov- 
ince of Shantung to China, but was 
unable to get China to open negotia- 
tions. He added that the only cond:- 
tion Japan makes is that Kaio Chow 
shall remain open to foreign trade.

Duggan, Cannot Take Credit for 
Holding Down the City Debt 


| Contends This Was Due to Action of Burgesses 
Bylaws—Argues That Giving of Note to Siiking 


in 
Fund Does Not 


Constitute Payment—Audience Denote Approval of Candidate

There was no disorder, the speakers 
were all given a fair and impartial 
hearing, the audience followed keen- 
ly all that wag said, and showed they 
or, fully alive to all the arguments 
sed,

Stuummei Shows Colors, 

One feature of the evening was the 
fact that A. Siimmel, mayoralty can- 
didate, for the first time, revealed 
the colors under which he is sail- 
ing, by reason of the sustained at- 
tack made by him upon D. M. Dug- 
gan. He accused Mr. Duggan of be- 
ing a paid candidate, and said he had 
wanted $3,000 before he would con- 
sent to stand for nomination. He 
further accused him of being in col- 
lusion with J. FeK. Dickson 
who had dropped out of the contest 
jand added that he had done so at 
;Mr. Duggan's request. 

The speaker, however, followed up 
| with one remark which did not re- 
'flect favorably upon the present ad- 
ministration. He said: “You have 
a prohibition town. I could take 
you round to where the dives are, 
and if you elect me, I will shut them 
;up, I won't put a stool pigeon either, 
+ because he would get in with them, 
‘and then they would sell more booze 
| than evér.” 

The “White Haired Boy.” 

In spite of what had been said, D. 
M. Duggan, who followed the previ- 
ous speaker, got a spiendid reception, 
He remarked that he was wondering 
what had happened to Mr. Stimmel 


* because on all previous occasions he, 


the speaker, had been the “white 
haired boy’ in the campaign with 
‘him. Mr. Stimmel had been acting 
| like a father to him before, and had 
been telling him what to do. But if 
Mr. Stimmel was going on like this 
| they would fall out, added the speak- 
er. 

Proceeding, he said that he was con- 
vinced there was going to be a 
heavy poll on Monday next. Up to 
‘this year there had been very litte 
linterest in the civic elections of late 
|years, but the last few weeks had 
| revealed that the mood was chang- 
‘ing. It was indicated by the largely 
attended meetings, and would show 
‘that there was going to be a change 
in city administration in 1921, 

People said: “Let Mayor Clarke 
| have a chance,” “He had now been 
‘In office for two years, and during 
ithat..time taxation, had been .creep- 
ing- up go that they were now d 
' a burden that meant thé con- 
| tion of their propériy. He had 
been’ criticized for the reason that 
he had not come. before them with 
‘a complete program for the allevia- 
tion of the problems before the city. 
Even e@ mayor, who had been in 
office for two years, was unable to 
say how he would bring about a re- 
adjustment of their affairs and reduce 
the taxation. 

The Funded Debt. 

Proceeding, Mr. Duggar said: 

“At the meeting in Oliver school on 
Tuesday night, Alderman McCoppen 
took the credit for the council hav- 
ing reduced the funded debt of the 
city. In view of the facts, this is a 
peculiar statement to come from this 
alderman. Any credit that may be 
due for this is not coming to the 
council, 

“The policy which the council fol- 
lowed this year was one of endeavor- 
ing to increase the funded debt of the 
jely. If the several money bylaws, 
submitted for approval last May had 
been endorsed, the result would have 
been that over a million dollars 
would have been added to the city’s 
debenture debt this year. 

“The present position is the direct 
result of the action of the burgesses 
of the city and is not due to any ac- 
tion or movement on the part of the 
council. The council simply could 
ot help itagif. 

. he situation can be illustrated in 
this way, If the burgesses ‘went on 
‘strike’ and continued to refuse to en- 
dorse money bylaws, there would ibe 
no more funded debt created in Ed- 
monton. And aiso, if the taxpayers 
continued from year to year to pay 
their taxes, so that the city's deben- 
ture debt and interest would be met 
each year, we would find that with 
the gradual redemption of the deben- 
tures already issued, the debt of the 
city would just naturally fade away 
und from year to year get nearer the 
vanishing point. 

“This’ of course, is a hypothetica 
position, but it ts also a statement 0 
d susceptible to proof. 

Sinking Fund Payments. 
“| might go further into the matter 
he city’s bonded debt, Alderman 
told the ratepayers at the 
lannual meeting that the city sinking 
lfund for 1919, had been paid up. 
Later in the evening he was forced to

of bituminous coal in Canada,

| board of railway commieioners who 


are in charge of fuel control and 
distribution. 

Hon, F. B. Carvell, chairman of the 
commission returned thie afternoon 
from the maritime provinces where 
he had several conferences with the 
desision on tthe part of the board to 
permit export of coal under ‘license. 
Uniess some difficulties at preaent un- 
foreseen should arise in the next 
couple of months, dt is hoped by offi- 
clale of the board that 4 will ‘be 
unnecessary to again prohibit export 
of coal, but the necesw#ity of seour- 
ing a Uoense for each ahipment out 
of tie country will be a guard against 
any danger of shortage. 

The production of bituminous ooal 
in all the mining areas of Canade 
is stated to have shown a splendid 
increase during recent weeks, and lit- 
tle fear is now felt that there will 
be any shortage of bituminous coal 


to deal w'th. 

In some respects the anthracite 
situation its aleo brighter, though 
gome sections of the country have 
been experiencing difMiculty in the 
matter of obtaining their full sup- 
plies, The amount of anthracite 


coal brought {nto Canada to the end 
of November this year, is about 200,- 
000 tons lower than the amount im- 
ported ‘by the same time last year, 
Mo November 30, 1920, imports totall- 
ed 8442000 tons against 3 612 000 
tons jast year. However, while some 
Aistricts have received less anthracite 
this year than last, others have had 
slightly more, and there is said to be 
a growing tendency among coal ueers 
to substitute bituminous coal users. 
there is an indication of shortage of 
supply of the anthracite.

GAS QUESTION 


Bylaw is Dealt With at Oom- 
munity League 
Meeting 


South-siders had the opportunity of 
discussing the natura] gas question on 
Thursday night, whea W. H. Me- 
Laws addressed the community on 
the subject of the bylaw upon which 
the burgesses will be asked to give 
their verdict on Monday. 

In the first place the speaker dealt 
with statements that had been made 
to the effect that the company had no 
gas to supply. 

It had now been proved beyond dis- 
pute that since 1915 the company had 
spent something like $600,000 in 
cash, for the purpose of enabling Ed- 
monton to have gas supply. Two 
gas fields adjacent to the city had 
been fully developed and these were 
the only fields from which Edmon- 
ton could obtain a eupply of natural 
gas, Ten wells were porducing, and 
could be depended upon to eupply 
more than all the gags required for 
Edmonton, 

All was now ready save the bdring- 
ing of the gas from the field to Ed- 
montcn. But owing to changes in 
conditions it was impossible to bring 
gas to Edmonton at prices set a8 the 
limit of 1915. What the company did 
now offer was to supply the gas at 
prices which would not do more than 
yield a reasonably fair return on the 
actual cost of the pipe lines and for 
the gas supplied. This price {!t was 
left entirely to a disinterested body, 
the Public Utilities commissioners, to 
fix and also to regulate. Also a moxi- 
mum price of 48 1-2 cents per thous- 
and feet had ben agreed to, 


When would the city secure gas If! 


the bylaw was agreed to? The best 
guarantee as to time was the $600,000 
that had been spent on the develop- 
ment of the field. The interest on this 
amounted to $125 per day, and this 
was the penalty suffered by the com- 
pany for every day’s delay in bring- 
ing gas to the city. 

The absolute asurance was given by 
the company that the construction of 
the pipelines would be commenced 60 
days after the franchise was signed, 
that it would be carried on continu- 
ally and completed within one year. 
If the bylaw carried the people were 
wssured of having gas.
